The New Broadsheets. 


We may expect to see broadsheots re- 
vived in Dublin by Christmas, Mr. W. 
B. Yeats and Mr. F. BR. Higgins being 
the joint editors oí the new issues, which 


are to run for twelve months. The first

broadshecfs were printed by the Cuala 

Press twenty-five years- ago, and were 


edited by Jack B. Yeats; they ceased to 
appear in 1914. Few of these are now 
in existence, and collectors give a high 
price for them. Before ' W.B.” left 
Ireland íor Rome last week he invited 
Mr. Higgins to collaborate in the work 
of editing the new series with him, so 
that an interest in ballad poetry might 
avain be revived here. 

“Each broadsheet is to contain a ballad 
by a modern Irish poet, as well as a 
traditional ballad. They will take the 
form of folders measuring about 12 inches 


by 8, and will be hand printed. The 
illustrators will be Jack B. Yeats, Miss 
Peete and’ Mr. Victor Brown. Music 
will also appear on the broadsheets, and

“The quality that distinguishes the 
present broadsheets from the early ones, ' 
said Mr. Higgins to me, “is that each 
ballad will be accompanied by its own 
tune. Many of these, I believe, have not 
been published before.” 

Mr. . Higgins himself has collected 
several of the tunes among the people. 
These had been kept alive in the tradi- 
tional way by singing and commission to 
memory, but the broadsheets will ensure 
their permanent preservation. A joint 
preface will be issued by the.gditors with 
the hundred copies which will form the 
completion of the series; three hundred 
copies will be published each month. The 
first of the series will contain ‘ The 
Streams of Buncludy,’’ by Yeats; “The 
Spanish Man,” by Higgins, and the new- 
old version of the ‘‘ Groves of Blarney.”’ 

Mr. James Stephens, Frank O’Conor,

Buenos Aires. 


Buenos Aires, the scene of the thirty- 
second Eucharistic Congress, was founded 
in 1535 by Pedro de Mendoza, who had 
obtained from the King of Spain permis- 
sion to explore and exploit the area 
watered by the River Plate—itself dis- 
covered in 1515 by Solis, who named it 
after himself; it was re-named by Cabot, 
who further explored it about ten years 
later. ‘The Argentine capital is said to 
have received its name from the remark : 
a (Jue buenos aires son los de esta tierra!” 
(What fair breezes are those of this 
colintry!) made by Sancho de Campo,

““La Puerta de Santa Maria de los 
Buenos Aires,’ clearly shows that in 
naming their first settlement the con- 
quistadores sought to honour “Saint 
Mary of the Fair Breezes,’’ under whose 
protection their expedition had been 
placed. 

The pioneers . suffered indescribable 


hardships, and eventually were forced to 
abandon their settlement and make their 
way to Asuncion. 

In 1580 Juan de Garay settled more 
than two hundred families, Spanish and 
Indian, on the site of Mendoza’s ruined 
town. Land was divided into holdings, 
and lots set aside for the erection thereon 
of a cathedral, fort and other buildings. 
Records show that the founding took 
place on Trinity Sunday, June 11th, and 
that the settlement was named ‘ La 
Ciudad de la Santisima Trinidad y Puerta 
de Santa Maria de los Buenos Aires.’’ The 
town thus established passed through 
many vicissitudes, but it survived, and 
has grown to be one of the most impor- 
tant capitals in the world. 

To-day Buenos Aires has a population 
of more than two millions, nak: in addi- 
tion to being a great port, is one of the 
busiest and wealthiest cities in the world. 
Its buildings are remarkably fine; the 
Recoleta Cemetery, in the centre of the 
city, contains some exceptionally beauti- 
ful tombs, and the Parque 3 de Febrero, 
or Palermo Park, 840 acres in extent, pro- 
vides facilities for every kind of sport. 


Argentina and England. 


Argentina, and Latin America in general, 
is now so fiercely republican in sentiment 
that itis difficult to realise that little more 
than a century ago the area now constitut- 
ing the Argentine Republic made formal 
application to be incorporated in the 
British -—Empire. This occurred during 
1815, in a period of turmoil when Argen- 
tina had, for all practical purposes, cast 
off the links that bound her to Spain, but 
had not been accorded universal recogni- 
tion as an independent nation. Anarchy 
and internal warfare was rife, and a large 
section of the people considered that a 
monarchist form of government would be 
preferable to a republic; so several 
members of European Royal Families were 


approached, but none accepted the offered : 


- 


throne. The project of re-establishing the 
Inca dynasty was then mooted, and when it 
failed to obtain Rye age support represen- 
tations were made to the British Ambas- 
sador at Rio de Janeiro pleading for 
admission to the British Empire, and 
unis obedience to the laws of England. 

he British Government, however, did not 
see fit to grant the request. Britain has 
also a direct connection with the national 
flag of Argentina. When the Porteiios, 
who rose against Spain in 1810, decided to 
adopt as their colours the blue and white 
of Our Lady—under whose protection they 
piously placed their cause—the only cloth 
of the desired shades in Buenos Aires was 
some that had been imported to make 
uniforms for British sailors, so it was

Mr. Ranks’ Horses. 


I see that Mr. Arthur R:nk is one of 
the directors of British Nai'onal Films, 
whose programme was announced in 
London last week.

Irish Chaiices, 


I have been viewing the very fine collec- 
tion of old Irish silver chalices in the 
National Museum. I find there is a very 
beautiful example of sixteenth century 
work: there, which was recently presented 
by Mrs. Kilkelly and her brother, Colonel 
Moore. This chalice was saved, along with 
the vestments, at the time of the fire in 
Moore Hall in 1922. It represents one of 
the earliest chalices in the collection, 
except, of course, the famous de Burgh 
piece, which is early fourteenth century. 
A remarkable fact about the collection is 
that so many ef these sacred vessels be- 
longed to Galway. That city seems to 
have made more early silver chalices than 
either Cork or Dublin. Of course, there is 
the Ardagh chalice, but then that is tenth 
century, and is not in the ordinary collec- 
tion. 

The Moore Hall chalice has a small 
bowl, separated from the base by an orna- 
mental piece of silver. A crucifix is en- 
graved on the base, which bears the 
inscription: ‘‘Orate pro anima Gullelmi 
et Catharinae Ganly, wroris ejus ano, 
1689." This old piece of church plate has 
a curious history. Originally it belonged 
to an ancestor of the Moore family, who 
brought it to Spain, where the Moores 
once held a strong footing in the old town. 
of Alicante. It returned to the Irish 
branch during the eighteenth century, and 
was used in the oratory at Moore Hall. 
Church plate is among the earliest known 
be manufactured either in Ireland or 
sngland, 


Street Photography. 


There are still people in existence who 
object to having their photographs taken, | 
and I wonder whether any of these indivi- | 
duals have yet come into contact with the 
young men who erect tripod cameras in 
public thoroughfares and take unsolicited 
pictures of the passers-by. As a rule, 
solitary pedestrians are immune from this 
form of attention, but couples seem to be 
considered fair game. It is, of course, 
quite easy to understand the feelings of a 
person who had the expression of his 
features in some unguarded moment regis- 
tered without his permission. Besides, 
there are many people who, for reasons of 
their own, might not wish their presence 
in any particular place at a particular 
time generally known. The criminal elud- 
ing the detective, and vice-versa, are 
extreme examples. When street photo- 
graphy was first practised in Dublin, a 
friend of mine, on being handed the usual 
card indicating that he had been photo- 
graphed, paid a shilling next day out of 
curiosity to see the result. He was handed 
a strip containing three pictures taken at 
successive moments. No fault could be 
found with the likeness, but, unfortu- 
nately, his right hand appeared to be 
engaged in a progressive effort to snatch 
the hand-bag of an elderly woman who 
was also included in the series. The third 
and last picture showed this action almost 
completed. i

Following the big reduc- 
taon in trunk fees in Great Britain 
the Department of Posts and Telegraphs is 
now investigating the position in the Free 
State, and yesterday an official of that de- 
partment held out the hope that some re- 
ductions would be made. i 

““Of course,” he added, “ the reductions 
will not be nearly ás drastic as those in the 


English rates, as the postal service in this 
country has only just begun to show a 
profit."’ The new fees for calls to the con- 


tinent will be ratified by the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs within a few days. 

Since the new rates were introduced in 
England a week ago the number of calls to 
the Free State has increased, the fee for a 
call between London and Dublin now being 
only Is. 6d. for three minutes during the 
eriod from 7 p.m. until 7 a.m. At present, 
owever, a caill from Dublin to London at 
night costs the subscriber 3s. 9d. 


THE PROFIT IN BRITAIN 


The British Post Office has been enabled 
to make its big reductions in trunk telephone 
fees following its*profit of £12,000,000 on last 
year's working. e maximum charge for a 
three-minute trunk call at night between any 


| two points in Great Britain. is now one shil- 


ling. By these reductions the service stood 
to lose £500,000 on the traffic at the time 
they were made, but during the first week 
of operation it was found that trunk calls 
from London had increased by 500 per cent., 
while reports from quate exchanges also 
showed big increases in c, 

At the General Post Office it was stated 
yesterday that there is a definite increase 
in the number of incoming trunk calls, but 
the number of outgoing calls to Great Britain 
remains static. ie increase has not been 
sufficient, however, to embarrass the present 
night staffs at Free State Exchanges, and 
it is mot considered that increases in staffs 
will be necessary even if reductions are made 
in fees 

Only during the past two years has the 
telephone service in the Free State made a 
profit, and in the year ended March Jist last 
this profit totalled £41,613; the postal service 
had a surplus of £94,598, but appraximatel 
£118,000 was lost on telegraphs. his left 
a profit of about £17,557 on the Government's 
commercial undertaking—the Post Office, 


TELEPHONE CALLS 


In discussing telephones generally, the 
official expressed the opinion that the Free 
State service is better than that of either 
France or Belgium, and improvements are 
being constantly made. —“ The Rathmines 
and Terenure automatic exchanges will be 
opened next year, and in the estimate for 
the Department of Posts and Telegraphs for 
1935-6 it is hoped to make provision for the 
establishment of an automatic exchange for 
Dun Laoghaire.’’ 

In th twelve months ended 3lst March 
the number of telephones.in use in the Free 
State was 33,450, and the number of local 
calls made totalled over 24,160,000, bringing 
in a revenue of £126,403. The increase in 
the number of local calls over the pre- 
vious year’s figure was 8.5 per cent. Over 
2,000,000 trunk calls were made in the same 
period. 


In addition to the investigation as to the } 


possibility of reducing telephone charges, the 
Telephone Branch is also considering the 
lowering of telephone rentals: in some dis- 
tricts, but no decision has yet been made, 
pF gsc £1,000,000 has been spent 
on $ 
the twenty-six counties since the Free State 
was constituted fourteen years ago, and at 
the end of the last financial year the Free 
State’s capital liability in respect of the 
Telephone Capital Acts, 1924 to 1931, was 
£804,000, the figure having been reduced from 
£846,543 a year before. 


THE TELEGRAPH SERVICE 


There is no hope of a reduction in the 
charges for telegrams. This is regarded as 
listane Aed the neck of the Depart- 
ment, while the telephones are gradually in- 
creasing in popularity. The officials ex- 
pressed to me their hope that the public will 
eventually recognise the telephone service as 
being as much a public utility service as the 
supply of water, electricity and gas. 

fn Great Britain the charge for a HH sr 
of twelve words is one shilling. In the Free 
State it is ls. 6¢., but still the service con- 
tinues to lose money. The amount of the 
losses in this respect have been declining, but 
at the same time the number of telegrams 
despatched is falling at a much greater rate. 
In fact, the number of telegrams sent last 
month—about 202,000—was the lowest in any 
month for many years past. : 

“The indications ure that the telephone is 
rapidly replacing the telegram as a means of 
communication,” said the official; ‘‘so it 
cannot be expected that the Department 
could reduce charges on a service that lost 
£118,000 last year and continues to decline 
despite our efforts te encourage its use.”

EFFECT OF LARGE 
RESIDENCES

The return submitted by the Secretary 
revealed that theré was a most satisfactory 
trade for good horses, the average price 
obtained for made hunters being 63 guineas.

JUBILEE OF A GREAT CATALOGUE 


Stamp collecting as a hobby is spreading 
by leaps and bounds, and the supply is 
equal to the demand. For proof of this we 
have only to glance at the 70th birthday 
edition of Gibbons’ Catalogue (15s. net for 
the whole world). In 1865 bean Gibbons 
issued his first, little 16-page pamphlet, listing 
less than 2,000 stamps. To-day the giant 
successor of this maiden venture contains 
2,152 pages, lists 105,155 stamps, and pro- 
vides 14,521 illustrations, all of which, except 
about twenty, are full size. Incidentally, an 
effort has been made to increase the value 
of the catalogue by adding £131,892 worth 
of additional pieces, Recent reports of the 
“Hind” sales have given our readers a 
good idea as to what heights in price rare 
stamps have risen. The first stamp of all, 
our British ‘‘ Penny Black,” now sells at 
144 times the halfpenny it then cost the 
collector, but this ratio is beaten by the first 
4 annas stamp of India which has jumped 
from 2d. to Tbs. The famous Cape of Good 
Hope triangular ‘ woodblocks’’ were cieap 
in those days at 2s. and 4s. for Stanley 
Gibbons had recently bought a sack full of 
triangulars from a couple of sailors home from 
the Cape, but nowadays it will take £20 and 
£40, respectively, to buy reasonably good 
specimens. To provide space for the 2,000. 
odd stamps which represent the world output 
for the twelve-month, over 50 extra pages 
have been added. All stamp dealers supply 
the catalogue in one or two parts, and it 
may also be obtained from 391 Strand, 
London, W.C.2, price being plus postage.

EXTREMELY CLOSE PLAY 


The third game of the tournament opened 
yesterday morning between Messrs. y J. 
O'Hanlon and C, J. Barry. The latter 
adopted the Petroff Defence, and the game 
followed orthodox lines after a pawn on 
each side had disappeared at the 4th move. 
Extremely close play followed, and full use 
was made of the time allowance. In the 
last few moves of the second decade each 
player bid for the position of an advanced 
pawn in the centre, and each resolutely re- 
fused to make the exchange needful to 
gratify his opponent. 

_ After 25 moves, white initiated a Queen’s 
side pawn advance on the extreme flank, 
after an exceptionally long pause for con- 
sideration. In the event this amounted to 
the offer of a pawn, with the certainty of 
winning the exchange afterwards. Mr. 
Barry declined the offer and withdrew his 
Queen to Kt. square. From this stage he 
had a cramped position in a very difficult 
game. The exchange of pawns at move 
28 was the only capture made since the 
initial exchange. Thus, all the pieces and 
6 pawns a side remained after 30 moves. 

Black had under-estimated the strength of 
White’s Queen side movement, and Mr. 
O'Hanlon soon set about forcing his advan- 
tage home. His two knights were exchanged 
for bishop and knight, and, in a very 
vigorous ending, his two detached and un- 
defended pawns played a prominent part. To 
take one of these pawns meant at least the 
loss of queen for rook by Black. There 
were many ways of completing the victory, 
as there were many voices to show after it 
was won. Mr. Barry’s resignation at move 
44 was not premature. 


THE FOURTH GAME

LICENCES 


LIMERICK FARMERS’ 
VIEWS

LIMERICK, Tuesday, 


A meeting of County Limerick farmers 
was held in the County Council Chamber 
to-day for the purpose of demanding “' that 
cattle export licences be granted to breeders 
and traders only, so that the advantage of 
the export markets will reach the producers.’’ 

Mr. B, Laffan, Chairman, who presided, 
said that it was a scandal that the feeders 
could not obtain licences, while it was 
common knowledge that licences were being 
hawked around and sold to the farmers. The 
middle-man, he said, now reaped all the 
benefit, and not the men who raised the 
stock and were the backbone of the country. 

Following a general discussion the meeting 
decided to put the following alternative pro- 
posals before the Minister through a deputa- 
tion: (1) That licences be issued to all 
farmers through the inspectors appointed 
under the Livestock Breeding Act; (2) that 
licences be issued to all farmers after inspec- 
tion by the Civic Guards; (á) that the 
Government take steps to set up without 
delay a selling board. 

A consultative committee was appointed 
to consider questions affecting agricultural 
interests.

At a meeting of 200 tenants of labourers’ 
cottages at Inniskeen, Co. Monaghan, to-day, 
Mr. Hoey, president, Louth Executive Cottage 
Tenants’ Association, said that they regarded 
the delay in introducing the proposed pur- 
chase bill for labourers’ cottages as a breach 
of the guarantee given before Fianna Fail 
returned to office in 1932. Not only was the 
delay ministerial, but the Department of Local 
Government, dominated by old officials, was 
anti-democratic to. the finger tips. He hoped 
a demand would be made from that meeting. 
representing 42,000 cottage tenants or 126,000 
votes, which would be needed by the present 
administration on another day, for the intro- 
duction of this bill. A resolution calling on 
the Government to introduce the bill without 
delay was passed, and a 50 per cent. reduction 
in rents was also claimed. 

Mr. E. Rice, T.D., said that the labourers 
had manv friends among the rank and file of 
Fianna Fail, and their interests would be safe 
in such hands.

Counsel conceded that Messrs. Cleeves sold 
the milk as agents for Distributors Ltd..

He was accustomed, she said, to bathe 
at the Half Moon Battery when in Dublin, 
and told her that he intended to bathe 
there before returning home. He was 
aged 71, in perfect health, and was a good 
swimmer. 

He was a native of Dundee, and enlisted 
in the British Army when 17 years of age, 
aud reached the rank of sergeant-major in 
the Black Watch. He served im the Boer 
War, in the Egyptian campaign, and later 
in the Great War. : 

He held the cycling record from Cork 

to Dublin and from Dublin to Galway. 
He cyeled from Parteen, County Clare, to 
Clones in about 14 hours about a year 
ago to take up a position there. While in 
Clones he built a motor launch without 
any assistance for his own use on Lough 
Erne. - 
He had acted as gymnastic instructor 
in Trinity College, Dublin; in Blackrock 
College, and in Loreto College, St. 
Stephen's Green. 

The Civic Guard authorities at Insh- 
town stated last night that up to the 
present no body had been recovered.

At the Naval 
Disarmament Conference next year she 
intends to demand complete parity with 
Great Britain and the United States, and, 


on the subject, the American attitude is 
a foregone conclusion. The United States 
cannot afford to see Japan attain to such 
strength. Her ‘‘ Dutch Harbour” plan 
is evidently intended as an anticipation 
of the Conference ; in fact we may suspect 
that the plan will not be pursued unless 
Japan succeeds in her demand for revision 
of the three-fifths ratio. The defence 
policy of the latter country is to prevent 
the establishment of foreign naval bases 
within striking distance of her coast, and 
probably she would go far to avoid their 
setting-up—even so far, perhaps, as to 
forego her latest demands. With American 
ships and aircraft in position to attack 
her ports and cities, she might well think 
that Wer new naval: equality had. been 
bought too dearly. 


Football Crowds 


An unusual inconvenience is afflicting 
the Arsenal Football Club—too many 
people want to come and see them play. 
Such a complaint seems to be tantamount 
to refusing the blessings of the gods, or, 
less poetically, to looking a gift horse 
in the mouth. If this indifference to the 
claims of the public should spread to other 
sports, the world will be presented with 
the remarkable picture of Test cricketers 
concentrating on the game to the exclusion 
of the Press, and of professional golfers 
aiming to strike the green rather than the 
spectators. Boxing matches, too, would 
assume quite a different aspect. Who 
knows how the heavy-weight would behave 
without the stimulus of a cheering throng 
around him? Would he refuse to fight on 
the grounds that he was not sufficiently 
roused, and would any fight last more than 
one round if the boxers omitted the postur- 
ings and grimacings so admired by the 
crowd, and gave their attention to 
hitting each other? The entire technique 
of playing a game would alter, without the 
incentive to shine for a moment as the man 
with the ball. That maligned ideal, the 
team spirit, would come again into its 
own, and it also might mean the end of 
international bickering on traditional 
points of sportsmanship. The prospect is 
almost Utopian, until it is remembered 
that the idea of sport as an investment is 
very recent. At the beginning of the 
century no football match, however impor- 
tant, was graced by a crowd of more than a 
few hundred, and both the skill of the 
players and the condition of the ground 
were inferior to those which the public 
expects nowadays. The truth of the matter 
is that the support of the public has trans- 
formed every game beyond measure, and, 
as things now stand, sport-cannot do with- 
out the assistance afforded it by the 
payment of gate-money. That the time 
must come when existing grounds will be 
no longer large enough to accommodate the 
public is inevitable, but it is the responsi- 
bility of the sports clubs to provide room 
for everybody who wishes to attend their 
matches. :

Flax Supplies 
We reported yesterday an address 
delivered before the Belfast Rotary Club on 
the subject of Northern Ireland’s flax 
supplies. The speaker, Mr. Martin 
Wallace, pointed out that the North was 
dependent on foreign flax to the extent of 
95 per cent. of her needs, and that, of the 
total world supply of flax, Soviet Russia 
provided between 90 and 95 per cent. In 
other words, if for any reason Russia 
should cease to export flax—or even if she 
found a more satisfactory market for it 
than these islands—the raw material of 
Northern Ireland’s chief industry would be 
stopped at the source, and the industry 
would be helpless. There is no little danger 
of a diminution of the Russian supply. 
Political events are making Russia's 
exports of flax to Great Britain precarious 
in the extreme. Germany has created a 


the result that, within this year, the price 
of it has risen by 70 per cent. The moral 
is evident. Northern Ireland must learn 
to produce flax for herself, and the British 
Empire must be stimulated to reinforce her 
efforts. Much valuable work has been 
done of late to make the growing of flax a 
practicable and profitable enterprise in the 
North, and Mr. Martin Wallace's warning, 
we do not doubt, will urge her students to 
tackle the job with redoubled energy.

Road Schemes 
Although the Government is prepared 


to contribute towards the revival of some 
of the road schemes which were abandoned 
oming to reasons of economy in 1931, there 
is to be no return to the policy of en- 
couraging local authorities to take up road 
schemes for the purpose of making work, 
irrespective of the value of the result. The 
policy of the Ministry of Transport is to 
sanction the completion of road-making 
plans where the roads are part of a re- 
cognised improvement scheme to make a 
contribution towards the cost. The normal

Barcelona to-day appeared almost 
normal. The National Confederation cf 


Labour ordered its members to return to 
work, and the city set about in “ clearing- 
up’’ after her week-end of bloodshed and 
rebellion.

It is understood that although the 
authorities regard the revolt as over they 
are prepared for a few fusillades from time 
to time, Sandbags and machine-gun nets 
thrown down from the roofs littered the 
Ramblas, Barcelona’s main boulevard, 
this morning, and large crowds of 
spectators have been gathering outside 
— which have been demolished by 
shells. 


WAREHOUSES RAZED 


The large warehouses on the docks 
which were reduced to a state of match- 
wood by shell fire on Sunday are still 
smouldering. 

Many people are to be seen in the 
streets to-day with their arms in slings 
and their heads bandaged. 

On the night when the Generalitat 
Palace was besieged, it is learned, Senor 
Companys sent for 400 reinforcements from 
the neighbouring town of Sabadel. 

The textile workers in Sabadel to-day 
refused to resume work until the 400 
volunteers returned to their homes. It is 
rumoured that nearly all of them were 
killed, wounded or captured. 

In the provinces conditions are by no 
means normal yet, and a cruiser has been 
despatched to the coast town of Villanueva 
Geltru, where churches have been burned, 

Trains attempting to leave Barcelona 
have been forced to return. Liners 
anchored in the port and moorings of 
Barcelona are being used as temporary 
prisons.

It is reported that the Vice-President of 
the Catalan Parliament, Senor Martinez 
Domingo, will stand for the presidency of 
the Catalan Generalitat. 

Senor Azana, the former Spanish Prime 
Minister, who was named head of the 
Provisional Federal Government which 
the Catalan rebels hoped to set up, has 
been arrested. He is being detained at 
police headquarters, pending his appear- 
ance before a special judge.

WHEN the King landed at Marseilles 
(writes Reuter’s Correspondent) he 


was enthusiastically welcomed by the 
crowd and warmly embraced by M. 
Barthou. 


Then the King and the Foreign Minister 
walked off, arm in arm, to the waiting 
motor car. Here they stopped for ten 
minutes while they were photographed for 
the last time in their lives by Press and 
cinema cameras. 

The huge crowd cheered deliriously and 
the King was obviously delighted by his 
warm reception. He waved his hand and 
raised his hat to the crowd. 

The cavalry escort ‘then started to move 
forward very slowly, preceding the car, 
which followed at walking pace. The 
procession advanced thus for about 150 
yards. Suddenly a man thrust his way 
through the front rank, boarded the car 
and fired six shots. : 


UPROAR 


There was a second’s dead silence, fol- 
lowed by indescribable uproar. For a 
moment King Alexander did not seem to 
be touched, then he collapsed abruptly. 
The vast crowd surged wildly forward, 
but the police and cavalry turned and 
started striking out indiscriminately at 
the mob and clearing a way out. 

M.: Barthou was at once rushed to 
hospital and was immediately operated 
on, but the loss of blood was too great and 
he died of hemorrhage. 

King Alexander is lying-in-state in the 
Prefecture, guarded by officers of the 
French Army and Navy. M. Barthou is 
lying-in-state in the Hotel Dieu. 

It is confirmed that both men were shot 
by the same assassin. 


A MONTH’S MOURNING 


The French Government has decided on 
one month’s national mourning for King 
Alexander and a State funeral for M. 
Barthou. 

The King’s remains are to be taken back 
to Yugo-Slavia on board the cruiser 
Dubrovnik, with an escort of French war-

mother was Princess Zorka, a daughter of 
King Nikola of Montenegro. 

He married in June, 1922, Princess Marie 
of Roumania, second daughter of King 
Ferdinand of Roumania and Queen Marie, 
daughter of the Duke of Edinburgh, and 
grand-daughter of Queen Victoria of Great 
Britain. 

King Alexander leaves three sons—Crown 
Prince Peter, aged 11 years; Prince 
Tomislav, aged 6, and Prince Andrew, 
aged 9. 7 

King Alexander achieved the difficult 
task of ruling a country composed of three 
main racial elements and seven main 
geographical and historical entities, 

The House of Karageorgevitch was 
founded by Kara George (Black George), 
who in 1804 raised the standard of revolt 
in Serbia against the Turks, and was 
supreme chief of the Serbians from 1804. 


to 1813. 

His grandson Peter, born in 1850, 
became King of Serbia in 1903. He died 
in 1921, and was succeeded by Crown Prince 
Alexander, who had been appointed Regent 
in 1914. He had become heir to the Throne 
of Serbia when his elder brother, George, 
who was eccentric and unstable, renounced 
his right of succession in 1909.

The Prince was educated in Geneva, 
where his father lived in exile, and in the

Ei Bagge following announcement appeared 
in last night’s London Gazette :— 
“The King has been pleased to 
direct letters patent to be passed 
under the Great Seal of the Realm, 
ranting unto His Majesty’s son, 
is Royal MHighhness Prince 
George Edward Alexander Edmund, 
K:G., G.C.M.G., G.C.V.0O., and 
the heirs male of his body, law- 
fully begotten, the dignities of 
Baron Downpatrick, Earl of St. 
Andrews, and Duke of Kent.” 

The conferring of the Dukedom upon 
Prince George is intended to mark the 
occasion of his marriage to Princess Marina 
of Greece. 

With the bestowal of the Dukedom of 
Kent upon Prince George all the sons of 
the King now enjoy the dignity of Dukes. 

The Prince of Wales is Duke of Corn- 
wall, and also Duke of Rothesay. 

Prince Albert was created Duke of York 
in 1920. Prince Henry eight years later 
was created Duke of Gloucester. 


THE NEW DUKEDOM 

Prince George is the second royal 
hen in modern times to be created 

uke of Kent. That title was conferred in 
1799 upon Edward Augustus, fourth son 
of King George III. The full designation 
was “ Duke of Kent and Strathearn.”’ 
The Duke at the same time received the 
Earldom of Dublin. He won a reputation 
as a military commander, saw much active 
service, and attained the rank of Field 
Marshal. He lives in history, however, as 
the father of Queen Victoria by his 
marriage with Princess Victoria Mary 
Louisa of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, widow of 
Prince Emich Karl of Leiningen. As he 
had no son the Dukedom of Kent became 
extinct on his death in 1820. The title 
thus is revived after a lapse of 114 years. 

An earldom of Kent, however, existed 
for centuries, the title being of antiquity. 

wnpatrick, from which Prince George 
takes the title of Baron, and St. Andrews, 
from which he takes that of Earl, now 
figure, apparently for the first time, on 
the roll of the peerage. Among the burial 
places attributed by legend to St. Patrick 
is Downpatrick. 

The choice of Scottish and Irish towns 
for the provision of subsidiary titles in 
connection with Royal Dukedoms is in 
accordance with precedent.

A number of volunteers in blue shirts 
and girls in blue blouses were among the 
audience, while on the platform blue shirts 
were on duty, and the tricolour flag and 
the blue and red flag of the organisation 
were displayed. As the leaders of the 
organisation appeared on the platform 
they were greeted with the Blue Shirt 
salute of raised hands, the “ March of 
Youth ” being sung.

THE DARK CLOUDS 


On the motion of Mr. Vincent Rice, 
K.C., T.D., Mr. Richard Mulcahy, T.D., 
who wore a blue shirt, took the chair. He 
satisfaction at the welcome 
which they had given. to the leaders of 
the United Ireland Party that night. 
Twelve months ago three parties were 
formed into one body to fight the cause 
of the people. They asked the help of the 
people and their sympathy, and active 
public opinion to support the organisa- 
tion in the objects which it had before 
it. One of those objects was the unifica- 
tion of Ireland from Antrim to Cork.

Since the Fianna 
Fail Government came into power the 
trade returns of the Free State had fallen 
by over seven million pounds a year. 
They were facing a new year of political 
life, and he had no doubt that the people 
of the country would stand shoulder to 
shoulder with Mr. Cosgrave and the other 
‘eaders.

MH. COSGRAVE'S SPEECH 


Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., who was 
heartily cheered, the audience standing 
and giving him the salute of raised hands, 
said that thirteen months ago a genuine 
effort was made to consolidate three 
organisations in one national body. Old 
affiliations, party differences, rivalries— 
even the natural resurgency and inde- 
pendence of youth—were subordinated in 
the national experiment. For a period 
that curse of Irish politics, the vanity ot 
leaders, the blind loyalty of followers, 
disappeared. Would to heaven it had 
gone for ever. A merger of the three 
organisations Was made, and General 
O’Duffy was made the leader and 
custodian of that merger, and as such he 
got during the last year more loyal and 
faithful service than any leader of a 
party im this country ever got. The 
tragedy was that he confused his 
symbolic with his own personality. The 
ideals of a movement, if they were sound 
and patriotic, were greater and more per- 
The ideals 
of their party were sound, patriotic and 
Irish, and did not depend for their ad- 
vancement on the personality of any one 
individual. 

Cenera! O'Duffy had now ceased to be 
the leader of their party, but the aims 
and objects of the United Ireland Party 
were the same. ‘The policy of the League 
ef Youth section of their organisation was 
the same. Greater than ever was their 
pride in the young people who had sacri- 
ficed so much, and who had suffered and 
spent themselves so unselfishly, and who 
now stoud so loyally where they always 
stood—in the vanguard of their move- 
ment. (Applause. ) 


THE RESIGNATION 


Mr. Cosgrave went on to say that Gene- 
ral O’Duffy’s resignation came as a sur- 
prise to them—a surprise even to the vice- 
presidents of the organisation. He then 
dealt with the facts connected with Gene- 
ral O’Duffy’s resignation, and said that 
not only was General O’Duffy in the 
action he was now taking contravening the 
constitution of the League of Youth, but 
he was acting in the teeth of the expressed 
will of the recent Blue Shirt Congress 
that there should be no separation of the 
League of Youth from the United Ireland 
Party. 

The United Ireland Party stood for the 
voluntary reunion of all Ireland in a single 
independent State, an advantageous settle- 
ment of the financial dispute, and a trade 
treaty to secure most favourable terms for 
Irish produce, opposition to Communism, 
the reform of local government, the 
inauguration of a corporate system based 
upon the principles enunciated by the Holy 
See, encouragement of Irish industry, 
attention to agricultural organisation and 
marketing, establishment of a Ministry of

Mr. James M. Dillon, T.D., in the course 
of his speech said that at présent the économic 
policy of the Government was making dearer 
everything that the agricultural commamty 
had to buy, while their political policy was 
making cheapér and chéaper everything that 
they had to sell. Every branch of industry 
and agriculture in the country depended for 
its existence on direct or indiréct subsidies 
from the national exchequer, and the longer 
this system oontinued the more ¢atastrophiic 
the ultimate collapse must be. 

At the présent moment, said Mr. Dillon, 
farmers throughout this country weéré being 
harried and provoked with demands for ati- 
nuitiés that they were unable to pay ón ac- 
count of the lós of the only tarket 
that théy had owwherein t6 dispeése 
of the wprodncts of thir labour. 
At the same time théy were deprivéd by 
Section 28 of the Land Act of 1936 of their 
only constitutional remedy to ventilate their 
grievance and obtain protection from the 
Courts of thé country. 


PROPOSED BILI. 


“We shall set down on the Order Paper 
of Dáil Eiréann,” added Mr. Dillon, “a bill 
to répeal that séction and to réstore to tha 
farmers óf this couritry théir right to the pro- 
tection óf the Courts before séizurées on théir 
property.’

He was met by the President of 
the Republic, General Justo, and national, 
municipal and ecclesiastical dignitaries, 1n- 
cluding the Cardinal Archbishops of Rio de 
Jareiro and Paris, and the Cardinal 
Yatriarch of Lisbon. i 

The procession was escorted by Grenadiers, 
and the route from the port to the cathedral 
was lined by troops. 

To-morrow, the opening day, has been 
decreed a public holiday. All schools are 
closed for the duration of the Congress.

FRANCE’S SERIOUS LOSS 


From RIUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


One of the first flags to be flown at half- 
mast in Paris was the flag over the Hotel 
Crillon, where the Royal couple were to have 
stayed. A magnificent suite had been pre- 
pared in their honour. 

Consternation reigns among the collabora- 
tors of M. Barthou at the Foreign Office. 

The disappearance of the Foreign Minister 
at the present juncture is indeed a national 
calamity. 

The tragic news was received with stupefi- 
eation in Paris, which is gaily beflagged in 
honour of the King’s visit. The last 
editions of the papers containing the news 
were snatched from the newsboys’ hands and 
read amid awed silence. : 

The FIL proclamation will be posted 
up throughout France to-morrow :— 

“The French Government is grieved to 
announce to the country the assassination of 
His Majesty King Alexander of Yugoslavia, 
struck down at the moment when he was 
coming to ne tovthe French people the 
testimony of the faithful affection of the 
Yugoslav people. 

“As the interpreter of the nation, the 
Government addresses to Her Majesty Queen 
Marie, to the Yugoslav Government, and to 
the great and friendly nation, the expression 
of the profound affliction of the French. . 

‘Alongside King Alexander, Louis 
Barthou, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
was also mortally struck down. In the 
tragic mourning which unites them, the two 
peoples will feel themselves more than ever 
in communion of heart and mind.” 

President Le Brun will leave for Marseilles 
to-night to pay his last respects to the re- 
mains of King Alexander and M. Barthou. 

As .soon as the official confirmation of 
King Alexander’s death was received at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs the Ministry in- 
formed the Government in Belgrade. 


‘PHONE CALLS OFF 
LONDON, . Tuesday. 


All public telephonic communication be- 
tween London and Belgrade ceased this after- 
noon about the time of King Alexander's 


death. 

Later it was stated that all telephone calls 
to-night must be cancelled, as the lines were 
required for State purposes. Inquiries from 
Reuter’s correspondents in countries border- 
ing on Yugoslavia showed that the same 
diffculty in communicating with that country 
| was experienced there.

RETAINS POWER 

1931, 
Alexander presented his people with a néw 
Constitution, giving the forms of a 
democracy, but retaining all power in his 
own hands. i 

In later years he endeavoured to 
sia ae the position of his country in 
the Balkans by ever closer co-operation 
with the other two members of the Little 
Entente, Routnania and Czechoslovakia, 
and the Sinaia pourparlers of tember, 
1933, were considered to have been an 
important move towards this end. 

King Alexander was personally very 
brave, and his erect figure, often clothed 
in the uniform of a Yugoslav Generes, gare 
him a dignity which his stature Jacked. 

When in June, 1915, after the retreat 
through Albania, Nikola Pashitch and the 
Government embarked on the first boat 
for France, Alexander .refused to leave, 
and, despite the danger of death or 
capture by the enemy, stayed until he saw 
his troops safe, and arrangements made 
for their dispérsal. i 

Early in .1915; when Belgrade was 
evacuated,. strict orders were given that 
no one should be allowed to return to the 
capital owing to the heavy allied bombard- 
ment of the main roads. 

When a car containing two officers was 
stopped and ordered back, Alexandér, one 
of the two, took on himéelf the responsi- 
bility of continuing to Belgrade to com- 
plete an important task before returning 
to G.H.Q. at Nish. cis 

Like many old soldiers, the King was 
very superstitious. He never did business 
on Tuesdays or Fridays. “When he had to 
decide important matters of State it was 
his habit to go in the evening to. the 
church at Topola, built by King Peter, 
and to spend the whole night in prayer 
at the tomb of his father. 


HIS ELDER BROTHER | 

King Alexander had been _ severely 

criticised for his treatment of his elder 
brother, George. After the War George. 
who had gained great popularity for his 
conspicuous courage in battle, was us 
by unscrupulous party. leaders as a too!

' In 1924 Alexander, therefore, seized the 
opportunity to have George sent to 4 
private ‘“‘asylum”’ near Nish, where he 
was kept under strict guard. 

King Alexander and Queen Marie paid 
a visit a week ago to King Boris and 
Queen Joanna of Bulgaria. The King 
was connected by marriage with Princess 
Marina of Greece, Prince George’s flancee, 
since his cousin, Prince Pavle, married 
Princess Marina’s sister. He was also 
brother-in-law of King Carol of 
Roumania. 

Four previous attempts were made on 
the life of King Alexander, one of which 
was made m Serajevo, scene of the killing 
of Archduke Ferdinand, in 1914. . 

It has long been a grim tradition that 
the Kings of Serbia never die in their 
beds, but always in exile or by the hand 
of an assassin. . 

The last attempt on King dipsencet 
was made last March, when three men 
attempted to shoot him during his visit 
to Zagreb, the Croat capital. The three

N connection with the statement by Mr. 
William Fitzsimmons at the Milltown

The more p ive and 
enterprising elements in the Union are ex- 
tremely anxious to bring to the front youn 
golfers of promise, and it is their consider 
opinion that a Boys’ Championship would 
produce many such. 

Should it be deemed feasible to: inaugurate 
the championship the Union might take it 
under its wing, or a committee might be 
appointed to manage it. Since 1923 two 
years Ei inception, the Boys’ Cham- 
pionship been managed by a committee 
of six, representing as many clubs, and the 
arrangement has worked irably.

the coaching scheme foreshadowed by Mr. 
Fitzsimmons. In the international tourna- 
ment at Porthcawl our young team beat 
England (for the first time) and Wales. It 
was a splendid achievement to finish second 
to Scotland for the championship, but 
obviously the loose game developed by several 
of our young players needs tightening up. 
Expert coaching and more experience are 
necessary to mould them into first-class 
golfers.

A “DEVIL’S ISLAND” 
IN THE U.S. | 


STEEL FORTRESS AT 


GOLDEN GATE 
—— 


Known as '' America’s Devil’s Island," an 
impregnable prison fortress ¢ on, 
Aishiana,. Tsland in the sunlit waters of San 
Francisco Bay, is latest answer the 
United States authorities to the challenge 
of desperate criminals of the Dillinger type. 

Machine gun nests and even a cannon sur- 
mount the forbidding pile of steel and con- 
crete in this entrance to the Golden Gate, 
states Reuter. Sub-machine guns that will 
fire 600 shots a minute are plentifully 
supplied to the prison ‘‘armoury."’ Over the 
mess hall, the point where prison riots 
usually start, are shiny receptacles to flood 
the room with tear gas at a flip of the wrist 
from outside the hall. The bars are made 
of special alloy steel, tempered to defy the 
keenest file or chisel. The cells’ locks and 
doors are universally controlled from the 
main prison Ky ya 

The prison has n inspected by Mr. 
Homer á. Cummings, the Attorney-General. 
The party accompanying the Attorney-General 
was taken by Government tug on a circuit 
of the twelve-acre island, which is studded 
with signs’ warning that private boats are 
not permitted within 300 yards of its shore. 
In two high towers, newly built, guards, 
armed with rifles and automatics, grimly kept 
to their ceaseless vigil. 

After viewing these outward evidences of 
the prison’s fortifications, the party was taken 
to the administration and cell buildings which 
surmount the sharply-rising rock island. 
Here the smartly arrayed ies uniformed 
line of guards snap to attention with 
military precision in front of the buildings. 
Then, as news reel sound Cameras and news- 
os photographers.went into action, a brief 
ormal ceremony was. carried out. 

“ Mr, Attorney-General, Alcatraz is ready,” 
said Warden Johnston. '' Under your direc- 
tions all of the alterations have been com- 
pleted. The cell work is intact, the lockin 
devices tested, the custodian force statin’ 
according to your plan, and the guards are 
ready to take their places.”’ 

“Mr. Warden, I congratulate you on your 
fine work,” replied the Attorney-General. 
“his prison is one of our pet projects, and 
Is an essential part of the penal system of 
the Federal Government. It is & vital part 
of our work of segregating prisoners. We 
look forward to great things from Alcatraz.” 

Immediately outside the outer barred door 
and to the right the visitors peered through 
a narrow pane of bullet-proof glass into the 
armoured office containing the lock and door 


controls. Thence they passed to the square, 
high-ceilinged room, housing three triple 
decked tiers of cells. Pointing to steel bars 


running from the topmast cells to the ceiling, 
Warden Johnston said they were installed 
as part of the detailed prison plans to leave 
no possible lurking place for a prisoner who 
might attempt to hide out of his cell pre- 
liminary to escaping. 

As a further precaution, an armed guard 
patrols along a steel cat-walk outside the 
dining hall's closely barred window while 
convicts are eating. . 

The trip concluded with a demonstration 
of the prison’s wireless communication 
Sun, which puts it in constant, touch with 
the San Francisco Police Department, and the. 
Point Benita Coastguard Station on the main- 
land. Mr. Cummings tested the Point Benita 
connection, and chuckled heartily as the 
answer came back; “‘O Kj; nothing for you 
now. See you later.” 


CONCENTRATION CAMP 
CLOSES

RELEASED PRISONERS’ 
PROBLEMS . 


A strange quietness has descended upon 
the little town of Oranienburg, where was 
one of Germany’s best known concentration 
camps. All the prisoners have gone, writes 
Reuter, and the camp has been closed, At 
night time only a few lights can be seen 
from windows of rooms occupied by warders. 

The black bodyguard men who acted as 
warders in recent times have mostly gone 
away, but some doubt persists as to whether 
the future fate of the camp will be that of 
an 8.8, (bodyguard) barracks, The in- 
habitants of the town hope that this will be 
the case. ‘They regret the departure of the 
prisoners, for they did a thriving business 
out of providing foodstuffs for the camp. - 

Indeed, the 17,000 inhabitants of Oranien- 
burg have hitherto had two principal sources 
of livelihood, prisoners and gas masks manu- 
factured at the local chemical works. Hence- 
forth they will have gas masks only, supple- 
mented, perhaps, by agriculture and a few 
subsidiary occupations, such as the manu- 
facture of photographic paper. | 

The gate of the camp is still guarded by 
a brown uniformed guard, and permission to 
view the prem is only accorded to those 
who have first obtained a written permit of 
Secret Police in Berlin, A Storm Trooper 
stated that all the carpentering implements 
with which some of the prisoners were pro-

BROADCAST BY DR: 
O'NEILL HENCKEN

Stations by Dr. Hugh O'Neill 
director of the third Harvard. 
Archseological Expedition of Ireland.

Dr. O’Neill Hencken said that he had been 
asked by the Office of Public Works to speak 


about the project for archeological exploration 


now in progress under the auspices of the 
Government for the relief of unemployment in 
the Irish Free State. 
For many years the work of investigating 
the developments of the people of Europe for 
many thousands of years, from the barbarism 
of the Stone Age to the high development 
attained by Greece, Rome and Medieval 
Europe, had been proceeding on the Conti- 
nent, and various stages were now well under- 
stood. In Ireland, though progress had been 
made by native archeologists, development 
had been hampered by lack of funds. It 
might be truly said that the investigations here 
were stiil in their infancy. Successive civilisa- 
tions which preceded the Christianising of the 
country, and even to a considerable extent the 
early Christian culture demanded fuller study 
than they had yet received. 

There was in Ireland a wide field for the 
development of the archzological resources of 
the country in order to link up various stages 
of Irish civilisation with those already known 
on the Continent. It was, furthermore, the 
view that the fuller study of Irish archeology 
would solve many of the problems which have 
iong puzzled the archeologists of England 
and the Continent. 

The opportunities which Ireland offered for 
study of this kind were exceptionally rich 
and varied, and probably no country in the 
world contained a greater number and variety 
of traces of early man. 


CHOSEN SITES 

In order to recover evidence of the life of 
times long past, the Government inaugurated, 
durmg the summer and autumn, a number 
of archeological excavations in different parts 
of the country. In order that as far as pos- 
sible the whole field of Irish pre-history 
should be covered, a variety of sites, some 
well known, others known only to a few, were 
‘selected for investigation. In each case, 
evidence that would help towards the 
elucidation of some problem in archeology 
was sought. It was found possible to begin 
work on eleven of these sites, and on some 
of them work was still in progress. For the 
expert supervision of the excavations, the 
services of many gentlemen were given, in 
addition to the expert staff of the National 
Museum. In fact, the whole machinery of 


scheme. He referred to excavation work at 
Ballybetagh Bog, Co. Dublin, long famous 
for the remarkable quantity of remains of 
giant deer, or Irish elk, which it produced; 
at Killavullen, Co. Cork, and Kilgreany, Co. 
Waterford. i 

It was desired, he said, to disclose definite 
data as to plants and animals and climate 
succeeding the last Ice Age, about twenty 
thonsand years ago. Not the least important 
of the objects of the excavations was to dis- 
cover whether or not prehistoric man was 
contemporary in Ireland with the animals 
which flourished in this country at that 

riod. Definite evidence as to this was still 
acking, but it was not impossible that ex- 
cavations still in progress might yet produce 
that evidence. he transition period from 
the Stone Age to that of Bronze-—about 
2000 B.C. to 1800 B.C.—and the later age, 
down to 200 B.C., were investigated in the 
cairns at Baltinglass, Co. Wicklow, and 
Aghnaskeagh, Co. Louth. 

At Labbacallee, in Co. Cork, a very large 
megalithic structure, an extended dolmen, was 
at present being examined, and was expected 
to yield good results On an exposed. hill- 
side at Killiane, County Limerick, the site 
discovered years ago by the late Mr. T. W. 
Westropp had proved to be of the Bronze 
Age date. This was interesting for the reason 
that the earthworks of the ring-fort type: and 
subterranean passages, known in Ireland as 
souterains, had up to the present been re- 
garded as almost certainly not later than the 
age of iron Shiies of early houses built of 
wood were also coming to light. A sepulchral 
site, from the Middle Iron Age to early 
Christian times, near Bellewstown, County 
Meath, was also being excavated. Curious 
burials of single skulls in little boxes had 
been found, and one of these skulls bore 
evidence ef an ancient operation of trephin- 
ing. A previously unrecorded Ogham stone 
had been found at Kiltera, County Water- 
ford. At Gallen Priory, Offaly, the founda- 
tions of an early church had been found, and 
many ornamented stones had been unearthed, 
some as early as the fifth or sixth century. 


INTERNATIONAL ASPECT 

The truly international aspect of the 
Government s programme, said Dr. O'Neill 
Hencken, had been most strongly borne out 
vf the inclusion in the scheme of the Third 

arvard Archaeological Expedition to Ire- 
land, which had been most cordially invited 
to participate, and he expressed the appre- 
ciation of his colleagues and himself. 
hey had undertaken to carry out, on be- 

of the Government, two additional ex. 
cavations—one in the cave at Kilgreany, 
County Waterford, and the other at the 
Crannog, or lake dwelling, at Lagore, Dun- 
shaughlin, County Meath. At both these 
sites they had obtained splendid local co- 
operation, and everyone had done everything 
possible to help. 

Lagore was at present being excavated by 
an internation] staff. This was seemingly a 
royal residence, well known to ancient, as it 
was to modern, archzologists, although it 
had lain deserted for eight centuries, It 
was re-discover2d by the cutting of a ditch 
intended to drain the lake, and a tremendous 
number of antiquities was brought to light 
through the operations of two eminent Irish 
archeologists—Dr. Petrie and Sir William 
Wilde, It was, indeed, their discoveries of 
the Lagore crannog which led to the re- 
cognition of the crannog or Irish lake 
airbags as one of the most important fea- 
tures of Irish archeology. 

The excavations conducted during the past 
summer, said Dr. O'Neill Hencken. had laid 


_a solid foundation for future studies in Irish 


archeology, and haa put Ireland in a posi- 
tion second to none on the archeological 
map.

UNITED IRELAND’S NEW 
BILL

The new bill which the United Ireland 
Party is to introduce in the Dail for the 
relief of farmers whose cattle are being 
seized on account of their inability to pay 
their Land Commission annuities will be a 
bill to delete one of the sections of the 1934 
Land Act. 

Under that section sheriffs are empowerec 
fo seize cattle for unpaid annuities without 
first getting authority from the Courts. 
During the debates on the bill members ol 
the Opposition protested against the section, 
pointing out that county councils, with their 
wide experience: of administration, did not 
permit rate collectors to make seiz 
out sanction from the Courts. 

The United Ireland Party contend that 
deletion of this section of the bill would 
enable debtors who were genuinely distressed 


to avoid seizures by sta their case in 
court.
